wers conferred on him by clause (1), section 9 of the Indian Census Act (Act X 
of 1900), the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to direct that in cases where it is likely 
’ that a more accurate record will be obtained if the consus echedules are filled in by 
ocoupier of a dwelling-house or any specified part thereof, rather than by the enumerator of 
the block, the enumerator or other census officer deputed for the purpose shall, a few ~_ 
before the census, leave at the house of each such person a household or private schedule in the 
form annexed. It will be the duty of the ocoupier to fill in correctly all the columns of the 
said schedule for all present in his house on the night of the Ist March (except native 
servants who will dealt with by the enumerator) and to make over the same to the 
enumerator or*other census officer when he calls for it on the morning of the 2nd March. 
The instructions for filling in the schodule are printed on the back of the same. Any further 
explanations that may be required will be furnished by the Census Officer concerned.

x I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 509T.—P., 

dated the 8th September 1900, regarding the arrangements to be made for the 

ilgrimage to the Hedjaz during the ensuing season, and in reply to forward, 

for the information of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, a copy of a 
Notification No. 2615, dated the 26th instant, issued by the Government of 
India under the Epidemic Diseases Act, 1897. 

2. It will be observed that the pilgrimage will be permitted, except in 
the case of residents of the Bombay Presidency (excluding Sind), the Madras 
Presidency, the Mysore State, Coorg, the Jullundur district of the Punjab and 
Bengal, excepting the Chittagong Division. Karachi (provided no serious 
outbreak occurs in it) will next season be used as a port of embarkation as 
woll as Chittagong. Should, however, a serious recrudescence of plague 
render it necessary to prohibit embarkation at Karachi, an alternative clean 
port between Bombay and Karachi will, if possible, be substituted for Karachi, 

and pilgrims will be diverted to this alternative port for embarkation. The 
Government of India desire to repeat the instructions given last year that all 
possible means should be taken to make the purport of the orders immediately 
and widely known, and to explain the reasons on which they are based. Every 
endeavour should also be made through Magistrates of districts, the religious 
heads of the Mvuhammadans, pilgrim-brokers, and in any other way that the 
Government of Bengal thinks best, to dissuade intending pilgrims from going 
to the Hedjaz next season. 

3. Iam also to forward, for the information of His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor, a copy of a circular addressed to certain Local Governments and 
Administrations on the subject of the arrangement for despatching pilgrims 
from the parts of India from which alone the pilgrimage is permitted to Karachi 
and Chittagong, for the purpose of embarking them for the Hedjaz. It will be 
noticed that the route vid Chittagong will be made available for pilgrims from 
Bengal, Burma, Assam and the eastern portion of the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh, and the route rid Karachi for pilgrims from Sind the Hyderabad 
State, the Hydarabad Assigned Districts and Upper India. The Goverment of 
India, I am to say, ne lag the recommendation made in your letter of the 8th 
September that the arrangements for receiving the at Chittagong and

NOTIFICATION—By the Government of India, Home Department. 


Iw the Notification of the Government of India in the Home Department, No. 2936, 
dated the 20th October 1899, it was ordered, under the powers conferred by section 2, sub- 
section (1) of the Epidemic Diseases Act (ILI of 1897), that the pilgrimage to the Hedjaz 
during the season of 1900 might be itted, except in the case of persons residing in the 
Bombay Presidency (including Sind), the Presidency of Madras, the re and Hyderabad 


States, Coorg, cutta and the Saran district of Bihar, the Nagpur Division of the Central — 


Provinces and the Hosiarpur District of the Punjab, subject to certain precautions and 
restrictions which were imposed in view of the strong opinions of all Euro Governments, 
including Turkey, regarding the danger of plague being communicated to Europe, and in 
view of : conges of plague being spread by intending pilgrims from infected to non-infected 
portions of India, 

Plague is unfortunately still widely prevalent in the Bombay Presidency and the 
Mysore State. ‘The disease continues to exist in the Salem district of the Madras Presidency. 
Imported oases are of somewhat frequent occurrence in the districts of the Madras 
Presidency adjoining the Mysore State. Calcutta and a few districts in Bengal continue to 
be infected. The outbreak in the Jullundur and Hoshiarpur districts of the Punjab ceased

the former district. The remaining Provinces in British India gre entirely free plague, 
The Hyderabad State has also ceased to be infected, no cases having been reported, except 
from the Lingsapur district, since the month of May ; while in this district itself no case is 
known to have ocourred since the beginning of October. 

_ The alarm experienced by European Governments, including Turkey, regarding the 
danger of plague being imported to Europe is in no measure abated, and during the past 
season Indian pilgrims were again subject, on and sfter arrival at Turkish ports, to much 
vexatious restriction and consequent hardship. The Government of India do not think 
it necessary to prohibit eee from the uninfected portions of India during the 
ensting season, but they consider it essential that careful precautions should be observed 
similar to those which were enforced during the past season. The port of Karachi is now 
no longer infected, and with a view to mitigating the ineonvenience to pilgrims from

Bombay and Bengal, to make it known to shipping agents and pilgrim brokers. 

4, I am to request that a place for the observation camp may be selected at once, that 
arrangements may be made as quickly as possible to give effect to the instrnotions contained 
in this letter, and that the arrangements may be communicated to the Governmont of India 
and to the Governments of Bombay and Bengal. Arrangements should be mado in 

‘communication with the Governments of Bombay and Bengal for supplying a periodical

2. Orders will, as last year, be issued on paragraph 2 of the Government 
of India’s letter from the Political Department of this office, and it is hoped 
that this will have the desired effect of dstenting a large number of Muham- 
madans from making the pilgrimage. 

3. The Lieutenant-Governor has decided to place you in charge of the 
arrangements for despatching pilgrims from Chittagong in the manner described 
in paragraph 3 of the letter of the Government of indie You will observe that 
pilgrimage is permitted except in the case of residents of the Bombay Presi- 
dency (excluding Sindh), the Madras Presidency, the Mysore State, Coorg, the 
Jullundur district of the Punjab, and Bengal excepting the Chitt 
Division, and that Chittagong will be the port of embarkation for pilgrims from 
Bengal, Burma, Assam, and the eastern portion of the North-Western Pro- 
vinces and Oudh, The central camp ey be established at the same place 
as last year. I am to request that, after making such enquiries as may be 
necessary, you will submit, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor and 
for communication to the Government of India, a report stating in as full detail 
as possible the arrangements you have been able to make for the detention and 
reception of pilgrims from Bengal and other provinces at Chittagong, and for 

e their despatch from that port, Your attention is invited to paragraph 5 of the 
letter from tie Government of India, and I am to request also that you will 
report as early as possible what arrangements you have been able to make 
about ships, aud the probable dates of their sailing. 

4, ‘he arrangements at the Chittagong Camp should be generally similar 
to those made last year, subject to any modification which may be considered 
desirable. The camp should age arranged that the appearance of infectious 
disease in any one purt may ndt render it necessary to detain the whole body of 

* pilgrims. Special attention must be paid to the water-supply, the latrines, 
and the method of removing and disposing of the night-oedl, Mos are author- 
ized to supply the pilgrims with food during their attention in camp. The 
housing of female pilgrims, pilgrims of the upper classes, and the pilgrim 
brokers should also engage your attention, As soon as the camp is ready for the 
reception of pilgrims, the fact must be notified as widely as possible through 

: leading Muhammadans, brokers and village chaukidars. The Local Govern- 
. ments of efher provinces from which pilgrims may be likely to come will be

camp should have accommodation for 800 inmates, and a junior police officer 
should be placed in charge of it. You will be authorized to Se the necessary 
funds from the Chittagong Treasury. 


. 5. Under the Home Department Notification cited above, tickets for the 
Hedjaz may only be sold at the placos appointed for the detention of intending 
“pilgrims under observation, i.c., at the Chittagong Camp for Bengal, and at the 
observation stations in other provinces which may hereafter be chosen. ‘his 

rohibition should be effectively enforced and be made widely known. No 

icket should be excepted as valid which does not bear a certificate signed by 
the officer in charge of a camp (1) that the ticket was sold in the camp 
concerned; (2) that the holder was detained under observation up to the time 
of his departure. No person desiring to go on the pilgrimage should be 
admitted into the Chittagong Camp if he has not money enough to purchase a 
ticket to Jeddah. ‘The cost of the sanitary dues which pilgrims are required 
to pay at Jeddah and Camaran should be included in the price of the ticket. 


6. It will be the duty of the Port Officer of Chittagong to see that the 
rovisions of the Pilgrim Ships Act, 1895, and the rules framed under it are 
duly complied with. He will be instructed to see that the pilgrims do not 
‘ enter the town or have any communication with the residents of Chittagong. 
If any pilgrim ship, owing to its heavy draught, is unable to-cross the bar of 
the Chittagong Harbour, the Port Officer will be required to take pilgrims out 
to such vessel when lying outside the bar. I am to invite your attention to the 
accompanying copy of a correspondence with the Marine Department regard- 
ing what narrowly escaped being a serious accident in connection with the 
embarkation of pilgrims last seffson. The greatest care might be taken to avoid 
any occurrence of the kind on the present occasion. 


7. You should also ascertain what pilgrim ships are likely to start from 
Chittagong, and you should make the necessary arrangements about provisions 
for the voyage.

Wuenreas His Excellency the Governor of Fort St. George in Council is satisfied that 
there is danger of an outbreak of plague at Trichinopoly and ee in the Trichinopoly 
district, re sch me from the Salem district, the Mysore State, the Bombay Presidency, tho 
City of Caleutta and other plague-infected parts are permitted to visit those towns on the 
oceasion of the ensuing Vaikunta Ekadasi festival. 

In exercise of the powers delegated to him under the mplhens Diseases Act, His 
Excellency the Governor in Council prohibits thettendance at the said festival, from the 
11th December 1900 to the llth Venvary 1901, both days inclusive, of persons from the 

mentioned above, and directs that between the said dates no tickets to travel by railway 

be issned within the Salem district to the railway stations of Elamanur, Trichinopoly 

Fort, Trichinopoly junction and Tiruverumbur on the South Indien Railway to any person 

intending, or believed to be intending, to attend the festival. All persons proceeding to the 
featival in contravention of this notification will be turned back.

In consequence of the tem transfer of the Plague Inspection Camp from Shahrig 
to Bibi, for the winter, and in ec of the powers conferred upon him by the Notification 
in the Foreign Department No. 809I.A., dated the lst March 1897, the Honourable the- 
Agent Governor-General and Chief Commissioner is pleasod to make the following temporary 
regulations under seotion 2, clause (IL) of the Epidemic Disoases Act, 1897, with effect from 
the 28th October 1900 :— 

I.—All passengers by rail from India except Government and Railway employés 
travelling on duty are forbidden to alight at the following stations: — 
Thatput, Nuttal, | Lindsay, 
Temple Dera, Bellput, Mithri, 
except with the written permission of the Political Agent, Assistant Political 
Agent, or Extra Assistant Commissioner, Sibi. 
Proviso.—Provided that, so long as Sind continues free from plague, all passengers 
by rail from that Province holding permanent passes signed by a British 
Officer, in the form subjoined, will be allowed to alight at the stations named 


above.

IL—No railway tickets to Sibi and beyond shall be issued from the stations men- 
tioned in Fereeraph 1 above a (2) to persons possessing the written 
permission of the Political Agent, Sibi, or such other officer as may be specially 
authorised = grant such permission, and (+) to persons mentioned in the proviso 
to . 

III.—In the absence of special permission to the contrary, all passen from India 
will be required to undergo medical inspection at Sibi before they are allowed 
to enter Balat territory or proceed on their journey by railway or otherwise.

82. For the use of scales and weights which will be provided by Government, the 
bonders wil! be charged at such rates as may from time to time be prescribed by the rules 
relating to weighment, admission into and clearance from bonded warehouses, public or 
private, under the customs law. ‘The Chief Customs Authority may also at its diseretion 
allow the bonders to pruvide themselves with their own scales which must be tesied and 
approved by the Collector of the district or Ocllector of Customs, if there be any. Jn such a 
case the bonders shall be charged no fees except the cost to Government, if any, for occasional 
repairs to the scales. The bonders are required to make their own arrangements for cutting 
and removing their salt from the warehuuses, as well as to supply their own tools for cutting 
the salt, such as sabouls, kodalics, Ke.

The Chief Customs- Authority may, however, at its discretion, fix the working hours of the 
daroga, and grant him overtime fees if at any time it is found necessary to do so. All these 
fees shull be recovered from the bonders. 

85. Should avy dispute arise between the daroga and the bonder or purchaser of 
the salt under delivery, the former will stop the weighment and at once refer the matter in 
dispute to the Collector of the district orthe Collector of Customs, if there be any. 

36. The daroga will be particularly careful to bring every irregularity that he may 
become cognizant of to the notice of the Collector of the district or the Collector of Customs, 
if there be any, without delay, and will be held responsible for failure in doing so. 

87. When discrepavcies in the accounts cannot be reconciled, and whenever there is 
reason to believe that the quantity of salt conveyed to the boat or cart is not correctly 
represented in the accounts, the Collector of the district or the Collector of Customs, if there 
be any, shall order a re-weighment. The expense of such re-weighment shall be borne by 
Government. 

38. Whenever the bonder or purchaser is desirous of removing his boats or carts from 
the premises, the daroga shall satisfy himself on every point before removal, and shall* 
also see, even where the accounts agree, that the boat-load or cart-load represents the exact 
quantity entered in the rowannah or covered by the chalan or money-order receipt. 

89. ‘The Chief Customs-Authority may, in any exceptional caso, specially empower any 
officer other than the Collector of the distriot or the local Collector of Customs to perform 
the duties prescribed in the foregoing rules in respect of any warehouse.

PREVENTION OF THE SPREAD OF PLAGUE THROUGH TRAVELLERS. 
PLAGUK REGULATION D. 
Calcutta the 4th December 1900. 


In supersession of Plague Regulations, No. 2, dated 30th November 1897, and No 15, 
dated 28th March 1899, and in exercise of the powers conferred by section 2 of the Epidemio 
Diseares Act, 1497, and by the Notification of the Government of India, Home Department, 
No. 302, dated 4th February 1897, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to prescribe the 
following rules for the iospection of persons travelling within the territories subject to 
the Lieutenaut-Governor of Bengal, and for the procedure to be followed in the case 
of such persons when imfected or suspected of being infected with plague. 

1. Definitions. —I1n the following rules - 

“Plave of inspection” means any place which may be notified by the Local Govern- 
ment to be a place of inspection. 

“Inspecting Medical Gffiver” means a person appointed by an order in writing by 
the Local Government to be an Luspecting Medical Officer, or a Subordi- 
nate Medical Officer under the direct contro! of an officer so appointed 


2. Places of inspection.—The Local Government may notify any railway station, any 
ferry, any point at which a steamer touchew for the purpose of landing or embarking 
passengers, or any place in the vicinity thereof, to be a place of inspeotion, and may, by order 
in writing, appoint one or more Inspecting Me lical Oflicers for the same. 

3. Inspection and examination—An Luspecting Medical Officer may at any place of 
inspection make a medical inspection and examination of any traveller in order to ascertain 
whether there is reason to believe or suspect that such person is or may be infected with 
plague: and may give such d-rections as may be necessary for promptly carr ying out such 
inspection and examination vers person to whom any direction is given by the Inspect- 
ing Medical Officer under the rule shall be bound to comply therewith. Examination of 
fema'es shall in all cases be made through female agency. 

4. Sagregalion.—An Inspecting Medicul Officer may direct the removal to hospital for 
treatment of any traveller found by him to be suffering from plague. 

5. An Inspecting Medical Officer may direot that any person who presents symptoms 
which may be those of plague, or who has been in immediate contact with a person found to 
be suffering from plague, shall be removed to a segregation camp and detaines under obsér- 
vation for ten days. 

6 Procedure at places other than places of inspection.—In plaves not declared to be 
places of inspection, the powers of an Inspectiug Medical Officer under the two preceding rales 
shull be exercised by the Di-trict Magistrate, 

7. Disinfecticn of corriaye.- Any railway carriage containing a person found to be 
ruffering from plague shall, if the Inspecting Medical Officer or District Magistrate so 
directs, be wut off from the traia and disinfected according to the directions of the Lsaptaling 
Medical Officer. 

8. Duty of ca, ig ley person in res {o whom a direction under rule 4, 5, or 
6 of these rules has been given shall leave any building, tent or other place in which an 
luspecting Medica! Offic r has directed him to be detained until such Inspecting Medical 
Ufticer certifies in writing that in his opinion there is no longer any reason for believisig or 
suspecting such person to be infected as aforesaid, or that tuere is no longer any reason for 
detaining such pers n, as the case may be. 

%. Every travelle: alighting at or passing through any place of inspection, shall, if 
called upon to do so, give his correct name and address, and his place of destination, to the 
Inspecting Medical Ctlicer.
